Would it. be gnnd business for the 
people of Narberth to allow this spirit 
to die because we did not provide a 
place for the present and future genera- 
tions to exercise, compel e and develop? 

Why are the soldiers of the Tinted 
States the ablest men menially anil 
physically of any army in (he world' 
The answer lo this is that our soldiers 
are all athletes, all trained in. one or 
more branches of sport and all clear 
visioned and alert. 

Stop and consider at this moment the 
need of an athletic Held. 

Several years ago there were many 
vacant lots, quite a few large enough 
for a baseball diamond or a football 
field, but every available spot in our 
Borough is fast being built up for real 
estate development, ami there is at pres- 
ent only one small baseball field avail- 
able. And the town is growing every 
year. 

What will happen to our High School 
outdoor athletics? Will we be able to 
compete with our neighboring schools' 
Should Narberth provide a place for 
outdoor athletic development at once? 
Tes! By all moans. Let us look just 
a year or two ahead. We will probably 
be saying we should have provided an 
athletic field along with our town, de- 
velopment, but — 

The returning soldiers will be able 
to tell us the value of physical training, 
and the Government itself made physi- 
cal training a part of camp life and 
military routine.
